The 
overcharge runs to $30,900,000 or 
more, the committee reported. 


The price was $1.05 Jan. 29 when 
Forrestal suavely promised the 
committee that the Navy would 
offer “severe opposition” to any 
price increase. 

The oil had been offered by the 
Arabian-American Oil Co. (Aram- 
co) for 40 cents a barrel in 1941.

Wallace Urges 


“Treaty to End 
Cold War”

DES MOINES, Ia., April 28— 
Henry A. Wallace tonight demanded 
“a treaty to end the cold war” be- 
tween the Unit States and the 
Soviet Union. 

Broadcasting on a national radio 
hook-up, the third party candidate 
called for an accounting by the 
State Department “of the real, not 
imagined, differences’ between the 
two countries. 

“It must be a list of actual points 
of difference without adjectives and 
emotional language which would add 
to hysteria,” he said. 

With such a list, he added, “I 
am confident that the American 
people will demand a treaty to end 
the cold war. 

“They will demand and elect an 
administration dedicated to preserv- 
ing the American principles which 
are being sacrificed every day to 
prosecute the cold war. 

“They will demand peace and 
an end to the hardships the cold 


' war is increasingly imposing on 


American living standards.” 

Wallace carried his campaign 
into his native state after a 225- 
mile automobile drive from Moline, 
Ill, where he addressed a rally of 
4,000 last night. 

Barred from speaking on the 
campus of the University of Iowa, 
Wallace addressed more than 5,000 
students at an Iowa City public 
park, half of the enrolled student 
body. 

The third party candidate’s busy 
schedule at Iowa City and here in- 
Aluded two mass rallies, a press con- 
ference, luncheon, meetings with 
delegations of third party support- 
ers, and two radio broadcasts. 

Wallace urged a meeting of the 
new President elected in November 
and Stalin. 

“Roosevelt always said he could 
do business with Stalin,” Wallace 
said. “That’s what he often told 
me personally.” 

Truman’s announcement that he 
would be willing to meet Stalin only 
in the U.S., Wallace asserted, “is

The Key Question In 


UN Zion Maneuvers 

T THE DELEGATES’ lounge of the 
UN headquarters, a wisecrack is mak- 

ing the rounds, attributed to that witty 
and effective delegate of Poland, Dr. 
Juliusz Katz-Suchy, who is supposed to 
have said that “Lake Success is a bottleneck be- 
tween Great Neck and Little Neck.” It spoils the 
crack when you have to explain the location of 
the UN quarters near the two Long Island villages 
ome Which bear the name of Neck. 
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presses the frustration which 
most observers feél about the 
UN. It has always been true that 
the UN is a mirror of decisions 
which are made on faraway bat- 
tlefields, and the UN furtetions 
only when harmonious decisions 
are taken in the foreign offices 
> HZ of the leading states. On Pal- 
Sua ae estine, this is triply true. The 
UN is not even the bottleneck at this point: it 
is the empty bottle. That's why it’s easier to get 
some perspective on the Palestine crisis by getting 
away from Lake Success. 
« 
HE PALESTINE Jews have done better than 
anyone expected in beating off the Grand 
Mufti’s gangsters and the volunteer armies which 
the Arab states have sent into Palestine with 
British connivance. The Jews have virtually estab- 
lished their own state, pursuant to last November's 
General Assembly resolution, This has been a heavy 
defeat to Great Britain, and to those men in the 
State Department who fear a Jewish state. 

A second fact is that Britain and the United 
States have had breat trouble reaching agreement 
over Palestine, as I pointed out in this space last 
Thursday. This agreement is still hard to reach. 
The American strategy is to try, at this late date, 
to impose a trusteeship over Palestine, as a way of 
getting into the Near East and checking both the 
Jews and the Arabs. The State Department wants 

- Britain and France to be the mercenaries in such 
@ project. The French are pathetically eager, al- 
though they prefer to limit their re-entry into the 
Near East to Jerusalem. Britain, however, has 
alternatives of its own. 

Its main ace is the partition of Palestine in its 
own favor, whereby Emir Abdullah, a British stooge, 
would occupy the Arab areas of Palestine, and 
threaten to make life so miserable for the Jews that 
some circles among the Zionists would favor an 
agreement with Britain. There are such Zionist 
circles, despite a quarter of a century of treachery. 

- 

) ty IS SO difficult for the State Department to 
| offer a really attractive bargain to London, and 
so difficult for the United States ty enter Pal- 
estine alone, that the current American effort is 
directed toward a deal with the Zionist leaders. 
This was the essence of Walter Lippmann’s advice 
on Tuesday. The British should restrain Abdullah, 
and the Zionists should be pressured by Washing- 
ton, and thus a long-drawn-out struggle averted. 

But many dilemmas arise at this point, too. The 
State Department, which is talking to the Zionist 
leaders day and night, is not offering an inde- 
pendent state. It is offering a mixture of a truce 
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or Jerusalem and a trusteeship. The trusteeship is - 


less than what the Jews already have and would 
rob them of their gains. The truce is attractive, 
since it would free 100,000 Jews in Jerusalem and 
free the Haganah forces at that city which are 
badly needed elsewhere. On the other hand, 
this means the entry of foreign troops into the 
vital areas of the Jewish state, and who knows 
when they will withdraw? So long as the United 
States has no firm commitment from Britain about 
Abdullah, the truce would only be a trap. 


e 
TeArs ABOUT how matters stand. For this 

reason, the UN is getting nowhere. A majority of 
the delegations would probably follow tHe State 
Department's lead, if it were a clear and firm lead; 
failing that, the majority expresses its displeasure 
with the way the UN has been manhandled by the 
State Department, and many delegates feel free 
to express their own genuine convictions, which 
favor partition. 

The key questions therefore are: will London 
give in to Washington at a moment when Britain 
holds strong cards? And will the Jewish leaders 
allow themselves to be blackmailed and pressured 
at the very moment when they have demonstrated 
the strength of the Yishuy on the battlefields? Will 
they dare to capitulate on the eve of victory to the 
very same State Department which has done its 
best to betray them, and still retains that aim?

Connecticut’s PAC 


’ Dead as a Door Nail 


IGHT WING RED-BAITERS have a 

throttlehold upon Connecticut’s CIO 
machinery, but their capacity to swing the 
state’s 125,000 members politically is at 
an all-time low in CIO history. The state’s 
CIO-PAC. is as dead as a doornail., 

I had an opportunity to obtain a measure of 
PAC’s firing power by a glance through a set of 
minutes of its top state committee meetings in the 
past few months. The topic of major discussion 
is finances, of which very little 
comes in, and the third party 
rise, which is recognized as seri- 
ous, 

A financial statement covering 
the period Feb. 24 to April 15, 
submitted by secretary-treasurer 
Harold Senior, shows an income 
of $608.25 for the seven weeks, 
of which $450 is a subsidy from 
the national PAC. Only $133.25 
came in from four locals, A $25 
loan had to be obtained from the State CIO to 
make ends meet for the period. The disbursemenis 
for the period Were $1,043.36—all for wages and 
expenses, 

The financial report for the seven-week Jan. 6 
to Feb. 24 period showed about the same rate of 
mcome, and disbursements of $1,237.30 of which 
$1234.81, according to Mr. Senior, went for wages 
and expenses. Evidently the grand total of $2.49 
covered printing, mailing and other such matters 
connected with statewide political work. 

. 


HE SAD STATE of affairs (and they are sad 
when wages cannot be paid) was noted by 
Senior in the April 15 minutes which said, “It was 
obvious that expenses of the commiitee could not 
be met unless contributions from locals picked up 
fast.” 


The previous meeting on March 18 was under the 
direction of State secretary-treasurer John J. Dris- 
coll of the CIO. He reported that “finances as a 
whole are bad,” and that something must be done. 
That swung the discussion to the third party ques- 
tion. “Opinion of those assembled was that we 
should not underestimate the threat of the Wallace 
Party,” report the minutes. The motion thereupon 
was passed to once again ask affiliates to “take up 
the condemning of the third party at meetings.” 


So hurry your PAC dollars, CIO members of the 
nutmeg state. By election day we should at least 
reach the objective of assuring wages for Chairman 
Pat Ward and Senior.

E IS A sad and inspiring story behind the 
facts in Connecticut’s PAC minutes. They re- 


veal how hard it is for the CIO to sell its brand 


of politics to its members and they show the im- 
potency of the CIO’s leaders in the state. After 


-18 months of raids and disruptive attacks aimed 


at the vigorous and live unions of the state, and 
the spread of such warfare to every CIO center, 
authority of CIO leaders is mud. They cannot 
even move members of their own clique-controlled 
unions. 


The brighter side of the state’s picture is the 
swing-over of all that was live and vigorous in the 
old PAC to the third party. Delegates at the recent 
founding convention of the third party included 
more than 400 from the shops and locals. The 
trade union machinery shaping for Wallace will 
soon be directed by a state-wide committee of 
labor leaders. 


The main basis is being built in the shops 
through Wallace for President committees. Those 
committees are being set up irrespective of the 
Official attitude of the local union in the plant. If 
the local wants to support the committee officially, 
well and good. If all or some of the local’s officers 
and stewards come into the committee, fine. The 
point is not to let activity for Wallace be held up 
because of procedural indecision. 


They told me here of an enthusiastic meeting 


that launched the Wallace committee in the big . 


General Electric plant of this city. They are out 
to build a Wallace committee of 1,000 in that plant. 


Only the Wallace movement evokes enthusiasm 
in the state’s otherwise depressed labor move- 
ment. With unions emptying their treasuries to 
finance raiding expeditions against sister unions, 
and leaflets at shops mainly concerned with raids 
or defense against raids, and employers riding high, 


there is little else around here to inspire the workers.

Wallace and Taylor Is On

old Farmers Alliance of the ’80’s, the Populists of the ’90’s and organized the Tar Heel 


Crusade for Wallace and Taylor. 
It was not an ordinary conven- 
tion to launch an ordinary party. 


From last Friday to Monday 
this town witnessed a combina- 
tion cultural festival, revival, po- 
litical convention, history ~class 
and crusade. Put it all together 
and it adds up to a people’s pro- 
gressive political movement with 
a Southern accent—the Progres- 
sive Party of North Carolina. 


Delegates began arriving Friday 
to attend committee meetings in 
the Courthouse, just across the 
street from the Reynolds building, 
largest in town. The pre-conven- 
tion dinner held that night in 
Oasis Hall in the downtown 
Negro community was history it- 
self—and a festival. Some 460 
persons, about half of them 
Negroes, ate their dinners, ap- 
plauded the cultural program and 
in general had an unsegregated 
good time. (The word “unsegre- 
gated” is used quite often to de- 
scribe the new party.) Cultural 
honors were divided between the 
Smith Choral group, Mrs. Ruth 
Davenport, a Negro soprano, who 
sang unaccompanied with un- 
usual beauty of voice, and Don 
West, poet, teacher and Georgia 
Wallace-for-President leader, who 
read poems from his Clods of 
Southern Earth,

music and poetry blended with 
political speeches made by Mrs. 
Virginia Foster Durr and Rich- 
mond Bethel Garrity, an 89-year- 
old Negro, who was a North Caro- 
lina Populist leader in 1890 and 
who knew R. J. Reynolds “when 
his factory wasn’t as big as this 
room.” 

Mrs. Durr, chairman of the 
Northern Virginia Wallace-for- 
President Committee drew on 
Southern history to explain the 
bankruptcy of the two old parties.

The Mundt bill declares that a 
Communist front organization can 
be identified by its leaders, from 
where it receives its principa] sup- 
port, how it uses its funds, and 
the position it takes on matters of 
policy. 

It is a front if “it is reasonable 
to conclude that it is under control 
of a Communist political organiza« 
tion; aids and supports a Commueé 
nist political organization, or if its 
views and policies are in general 
adopted because such views and pol- 
icles are those of a Communist po- 
litical organization, a Communist 
foreign government or of such @& 
World Communist Movement.” 
Under the loose language of this 
section, any progressive group which 
held any position similar to that 
held by the Communist Party, the 
nine Communist Parties of Europe, 
or the Soviet Government, would 
be labeled a Communist front, and 
would come under the grave dis- 
abilities conferred on Communist 
fronts under this act. 


the establishment of a totalitarian 
disctatorship.” Since all Commu- 
nist activities (and some activi- 
ties yot Communist) are consid- 


having this aim, all such activities 
are prohibited. 

By this ruse the committee has 
avoided. the formulation “seeking 
to overthrow of the government by 
any means” which appeared in the 
early draft and which was held of 
doubtful Constitutionality. 

Under this section, it is unlawful 
“actively to participate in manag- 
ing, directing or supervising” any 
movement which would establish a 
“totalitarian dictatorship.” Another 
clause is obviously intended to ap- 
ply to the “aid given such move- 
ments by alleged Communis* 
fronts. 

To strengthen its argument for 
the need of anti-Communist legis- 
lation, and perhaps to require Com- 
munist registration under the For- 
eign Agents Registration Act, the 
Mundt bill says: 

“In the U, 8. those individuals 
who knowingly and wilfully par- 
ticipate in the Communist move- 
ment, when they do participate, 
in effect repudiate their allegiance 
to the U. S. and in effect transfer 
their allegiance te a foreign coun- 
try in which is vested the direc- 
tion and control of the World 
Communist Movement.” 

This .clause was inserted in the 
draft during the last few days and 
is probably considered necessary to 
the section revoking citizenship of 
all Americans found guilty under 
the Mundt bill. 

DENIES CP IS PARTY 

In section three a Communist po- 
litical organization is defined as a 
political organization “having some 
but not necessarily all, the usual 
characteristics of a political party.” 
It then sets forth a yardstick to 
measure such organizations to de- 
termine whether they fall in the 
prohibited category. 

These considerations include the 
views and policies of the organiza- 
tion and the evidence that it ac-
